NLUCIA DI LAMMERMOOR” AT

Donizetti’s popular opera “ Lucia di Lammer- 
moor" was performed by the Italian Opera Com- 
pany at the Theatre Royal, City Hall, last night 
tor the benefit of signor Luigi Vanzctti, the lead- 
ing tenor and artistic director, and proved in every 
way-a completé success. ‘The audience, although 
not so large ason previous occasions, was a fairly 
satisfactory onc, the opera was unusually well 
mounted, and the whole of the artistes cn- 
gaged in the representation were in capital voice, 
and especially well suited by their various 
roles. signora Dinelli as the hapless Zieéa ap~ 
peared to more advantage than in ecither'of her 
previous impersonations. Her acting in the final 
scene was pawerful and impressive, and she sang 
throughout with taste and correctness, In the 
channing asa, “Spargi d’ amoro pianto” the 
prima was scarcely so effective as she might 
haye been; butin the far more difficult sextetle 
commencing “Qual frugor; chi guinge?” she 
shone prominently, and won hearty plaudits 
from a-delighted audience. As Henry Ashton 
signor Ciocci made a most favorable impres- 
sion, his grand voice doing. ample Justice to 
the. musical requirements of a yery trying 
part. .In the well known scena ¢ cavatina 
“ Cruda, funesta smaria,” and the popular duct 
with Lyctt,, “Tl patior funesto, ‘orrendo ” the 
baritone sang grandly, and his acting was ax 
usual deserving of high praige.

POLICE SER Hanson appeared at the 
Police Court to-day to give evidence in the case 
of the desperate assault made upon-him by a 
Chinaman, near the Peak, on the t2th March last.

The branch with 
which the blow was given was produced in Court, 
and is sufficiently heavy in the hands of a man 
of the prisoner's physique to inflict a very 
bad, if not a! fatal wound, ‘The force of the

estimated by the fact that the branch was broken 
into three parts, and it was indeed very fortunate 
for the sergcant that hd had a good thick stick 
wherewith to:defend himself, and disable the 
prisoner, or, instead of an, assault, we should 
most likely have had to chronicle a murder. The 
prisoner, who was committed for trial, is a most 
dctermincd looking rascal, and is’ apparently a 
stronger man than: Hanson, whom wo heartily 
congratulate upon ‘his gallant mastery of the 
villain, who would, there can be little doubt, 
have otharwise murdered him.

Macao, 5th April, 1882, 
The recent Decree empowering the Colonial 
Government to open a Lyceum in Macao is pres - 
ceded by a report from the Minister of Marine, 


detailing the various consieranda which have 
influenced him to submibethe project for Royal 
approbation. ‘The leading idea in the report is 
that St. Joseph's seminary had onee seen very 
bright days, when under the zealous management 
of religions congregations; that its decay dates 
from their expulsion and the introduction of tea- 
chers who did not belong to religious orders ; 
that the population of Macao is desirous of re- 

he. Seminary by turning it into a Ly- 


cculn. 
These three points are very vaguely asserted, 
but taken together, ad ditferai, they seem to 
contradict cach other in the most glaring. man- 
ner, Ifthe population of Macao owed their edu- 
cation to religious congregations ; if that educa.’ 
tion has been damaged by their expulsion; if - 
there is so little hope of redceming past losses 
with the re-introduction of secular elements, wha, 
according to the report:—"cmbora tenham-a 
sua sciencia, sea teem, nio possuem o seu zelo 
nem a sua aptiddo para a educacao publica "— 
how ate we to understand the project of creating 
Pa SemfaarioLyceu under the auspices of the 
sccular clergy and lay teachers? "Che Lyccum 
ought to be under the exclusive management of 
a religious body, if the reasons adduced for its 
establishment are to be consistent, 1 admire , 
religious bodics, although not promiscuously ; 
but [am ata loss to understand how a religiqus © 
body is to remedy the educational necessitics of 
Macao ; also which particular body is the best 
adapted to achieve the educational redemption 
of this colony. 
_ The educational reform of a community de- 
pends upon its educational necessities. The Mi- 
nister.of Marine may be a good judge of the 
actual state of Macao and the aspirations of its 
inhabitants; but his report partakes of the 
mystic nature of one of the anfos sacramentales 
of Don Pedro Calderon de 1a Barea rather than 
the production ofa Minister of Education, ‘There 
is not the slightest doubt that the present state 
of education in Macao demands reform ; but it is 
equally certain that that reform should be mea-' 
sured by the real necessities and tendencies of 
the population, It is’ only by divesting public 
instruction of most ofits scientific and superfluous 
pageants; itis by reducing the dead languages 
and transcendental philosophy to ashes and 
building on their ruins a real, and_ thoroughly 
practical system of Professional Education, that 
true and tangible reform may be effected, Until 
this be done, the projectors and abettors’ of ree 
form had better employ, or waste their surplus 
of zcal and ‘patriotism in providing ‘means for 
eradicating the crying evils of gambling, which are 
a mockery toall education and enlightenment,
